nto its correct position on the keei 
clocks of the dock and is then made 
:ast Powerful pumps are set to -work 
to eject water from the pontoons, caus- 
ng the structure to rise gradually with 
its burden- To lift a battleship of the 
argest size 4G.OOO tons of water has to 
be pumped out of the pontoons. So 
perfectly, however, are these floating 
docks constructed that one man can 
control every movement from what te 
known as the valve house.—London 
Tit-Bits.

The invention of a 
lock to'fire the powder in place of the 
hand was suggested by the trigger of 
the crossbow. The matchlock fired the 
arquebus, or harquebus, used by the 
soldiers of the fifteenth and sixteenth 
centuries, in projecting a ball which, 
weighed nearly two ounces.—London 
Telegraph.

England's Army Rifle. 
""*" 


Quite a number ot people believe 


that cartridges are served out to the 
soldiers separated from one another. 
'artrldges are, however, usually given 


out fastened together in clips of five: 
The modern rifle used by the British 
army is known as a magazine rifle 
and holds two clips or ten cartridges us 
he magazine itself as well as an ex- 
tra cartridge above the magazine, elev- 
en rounds in all. 


When the cartridge clip is forced into 


the magazine trie fastening is removed. 
so that each cartridge when it reaches 
the magazine is separate from the oth- 
ers. 


The magazine of the army rifle is 


nothing more than a detachable box 
containing a spring. 
This spring 


'orces up one cartridge at a time into 
ts position ready for firing. As a rule 
he ten cartridges in the magazine are 
only used In great emergency, as when 
the order for rapid firing Is given to 
stop an enemy's charge.

Weird funeral souvenirs of Dutch 


origin were called "doed-koecks," or 
"dead cakes." With a small bottle of 
wine and a pair of gloves two of these 
were sent by way of Invitation to rela- 
tives and friends whom one wanted to 
attend the funeral. The original recipe 
for these cakes, which is said to be 
authentic, called for fourteen pounds 
pf flour, six pounds of sugar, five 
pounds of butter, one quart of water, 
two teaspoonfuls of pearl ash, two 
teaspoonfuls of salt and one ounce 
of caraway seed. These -were baked in 
four inch squares, then frosted and 
marked with the initials of the "de- 
parted friend." 
Sometimes they were 


eaten at the funeral dinner, but usu- 
ally they were taken away, like wed- 
ding cakes, as souvenirs. Many bakers 
made a specialty of "funeral cookery," 
one baker in Philadelphia advertising 
the specialty as recently as 1748.—New 
York Tribune.

Spiral Nebulae. 


It is now an established fact that the 


majority of'the nebulae known to as- 
tronomers are spiral nebulae! Their 
study is very important, and in par- 
ticular a knowledge of their spectra is 
capable~of furnishing valuable informa- 
tion. 
The" study of the spwtra of 


nebulae is rendered very difficult by 
the small intrinsic brightness they pos- 
sess. Nevertheless, some careful ex- 
periments made by Slipher on the neb- 
ula in Andromeda render It probable 
that the nebula has a radial velocity 
of 'about 1SG miles a second, a result 
which is distinctly greater than the 
figures formerly obtained for other 
nebulae. If this nebula In Andromeda 
approaches the solar system with this 
velocity—11,100 miles a minute—it su 
gests that the new star .which appear- 
ed near its nucleus in 18S5 bad been a 
dark star which was encountered.— 
Cincinnati Commercial Tribune.

and maps. Moreover, the exhaust pipe 
of the engine passes under the floor 
boards, so that the pilot, who must con- 
stantly keep his feet at an angle on the 
pedals, may 
have them 
warmed 


throughout the flight. The flier, too, 
sits in a comfortably upholstered club 
chair. 


First Balloon Ascension In America. 
The first balloon ascension in Amer- 


ica took place in Philadelphia on Jan. 
9, 1793. The aeronaut was a French- 
man named Blanchard. He secured the 
yard of the Walnut street prison as 
the place from which to make the 
ascent Among the many distinguished 
persons present was George Washing- 
ton, 
then president of the United 


States. The start was made 10:05 
o'clock, and as the balloon began to 
ascend the aeronaut waved the United 
States flag and the tricolor of France. 
The voyage lasted forty-six minutes, 
•jiurlng which the balloon traveled 
fifteen miles, descending a little to the 
eastward of Cooper's Ferry, N. J. 
Blanchard returned to the city about 
6:30 in the evening, and immediately 
paid his respects to President Wash- 
ington. Following this ascension, dur- 
the year he made-, a number of others, 
but owing to lack of public support 
and insufficient funds of his own, he 
returned to France sadly disappoint- 
ed at his success in America.—Philadel- 
phia Press.

not confirmed. 


Marine circles were startled when 


the long slick ship easily distinguish- 
ed b ythe lines of a North German 
liner steamed up the bay and into 
Hampton Roads. She came into the 
roads and without any attempt at 
deception, passed 
quarantine 
and 


then came on to this port, where she 
anchored. 


The auxiliary cruiser Jrinz Bitel 


Friedrich started out on her career 
as a warship from Tsing-Tau. She 
formerly was a regular liner of the 
North German Lloyd. She reached 
Tsing-Tau shortly after 
the 
out- 


break of hostilities, and the German 
marine authorities at 
that 
port 


equipped her with naval guns and 
turned her into an auxiliary cruiser. 


She sailed from Tsing-Tau before 


the Japanese attacked that port and 
early in November she was reported

would be given 24 hours in addition 
to that time. Meanwhile, the lAmer- 
ican government 
would keep the 


time ot her departure a secret so no 
unfair ad\antage might-accrue to 
hostile ships which might gather in 
wait for the German auxiliary. 


Similar cases arose in connection 


with the German gunboat 
Geiber, 


which was interned at Honolulu after 
repairs to her machinery and 
the 


steamer Parn at San Juan 
Porto 


Rico. 


Officials here were of the opinion 


that the presence of British 
and 


French cruisers close on the Atlantic 
coast might influence the 
German 


commander to decide to interne his 
ship. How the Eitel Friedrich has 
managed to get through the lines of 
hostile warships which have been 
patrolling the Atlantic, was the sub- 
ject of much speculation in 
naval 


circles. The disposition of any pris- 
oners of -war the German ship may 
have aboard will raise another, ques- 
tion. It is possible that they may be 
paroled.
